As Seen From Press Gallery In Ca Capital United ( Church Notes Professional C: Cards 


Edmonton, March 9.— (Press Gal- 
lery)—The past week was one of hec- 
tic interest and witnessed, one or two 
of the most significant happenings 
during the present session of the leg- 
islature in Alberta. 


In the first place the long expected 
Social Credit enabling bill was intro- 
duced in the house by Premier Aber- 
hart. It was not the controversial in- 
strument it had been expected to be, 
being in its general principle simply 
the authority for making a complete 
study of ‘Social Credit, to employ ex- 
perts to advise on the system and in- 
stituting of it, and it contains no pow- 
ers which are not at present in the 
possession of the government through 
the medium of public accounts and 
agricultural committees. It ‘will be 
remembered that the U.F.A. govern- 
‘ment during the last session invited 
Major C. H. Douglas to come to Al- 
berta and act as special reconstruc- 
tion adviser with a view to finding a 
suitable plan of Social Credit for the 
province. The new bill only gives the 
legislature or government power to 
do the same thing. 


Disucssion on the principle of the 
bill will take place when it comes up 
for second reading and on its details 
during the passage through commit- 
Opposition members are likely 
to point out that, in their opinion, the 
measure is only a gesture to the gov- 
ernment’s supporters, 

Of course, the real intent and pow- 
ers of the ‘Social Credit bill will not 
be fully known until the government 
has had a chance to explain their 
views on these features, and it is not 
to be supposed ‘Premier Aberhart and 
his advisers have taken any mere em- 
pty gesture as a step in the. direction 
of implementing the government’s 
main aim and promise,

New Prospective Oil Area 
In Vicinity of Wainwright 


Discovery of a new prospective oil 
structure, which has even more fav- 
orable features than the Wainwright- 
Ribstone oil fields between which it 
is located, is revealed in a preliminary 
report issued by the geological sur- 
vey of the department of. mines at 
Ottawa, it is revealed here. 

Wells -commenced in the valley of 
the Battle river, where the new struc- 
ture was disclosed, probably will 
reach oil producing horizons at depths 
of less than 2,000 feet, the report 
states. ; 


The new structure, known as the 
Battleview anticline, was disclosed in 
the course of an examination in 1935 
of a large area in central-eastern 
Alberta and western Saskatchewan 
which was carried out under the sup- 
ervision of Dr. G. S. Hume who had 
general charge of three parties work- 
ing in this part of the province. 

It occurs in township 47, range 5 
and 6, and is intermediate-in position 
between the Wainwright oil field on 
the west’ and the’ Ribstone. structure 
on the east. 

In view of the spurt in filing on oil 
and gas leases in this province by 
reason of the changes made in lands 
and mines department regulations in 
order to encourage development, it is 
anticipated. that there will be special 
interest in the new structure disclos- 
ed by Dr. Hume’s report. .
